NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

*** SAFETY COMES FIRST ON EVERY FIRE, EVERY TIME ***

CURRENT SITUATION: Dry thunderstorms in the Southwest Area increased
initial attack and large fire activity yesterday. Resource mobilization
through NICC was steady to the Southwest, Alaska, and Western Great Basin
Areas. Fire indices remain very high to extreme throughout the
southwestern United States.

Alaska Area Large Fires:

100 MILE CREEK, Alaska State. A Type Il Incident Management Team (Stires)
is assigned. The fire began on military land and is moving north toward
State land and south to the mountains, threatening structures in both
areas. Erratic fire behavior was observed yesterday. Smoke hindered
accurate mapping of the perimeter.

CROOKED CREEK, Alaska State. A Type Il Incident Management Team (Johnson)
is assigned. This fire is burning west of Tustumena Lake near the
community of Ninilchik. Light rain, cooler temperatures and higher
relative humidities aided suppression efforts yesterday. Structure
protection remains a priority on all but the east flanks.

TETLIN, Alaska State. This fire is burning along the Alaska Highway
approximately 22 miles southeast of Tok. Burnout operations were
conducted to protect the highway.

MILLERS REACH #2, Alaska State. A Type | Incident Management Team
(Liebersbach) is assigned. Cooler temperatures allowed firefighters to
make headway on line construction yesterday. United States Senator
Stevens will arrive at the Incident Command Post today to meet with the
public. He will tour the fire tomorrow. A public safety and information
branch has been established to assist in identifying public hazards in the
fire area.

GRAVEYARD CREEK, Alaska State. A Type Il Incident Management Team (Dube)
is assigned. Fire behavior yesterday included running, crowning and
spotting of up to 500 feet. Suppression forces held the fire in a creek
drainage.

SAN PEDRO, New Mexico State. This fire is another in a series of arson
starts along the Rio Grande Bosque in the last 3-4 months. It is burning
in heavy salt cedar and cottonwood stands. A major electrical
transmission line was destroyed by the fire and some abandoned structures
may have also been lost.

ALLENTOWN 5, Navajo Agency, BIA. Strong erratic winds and downdrafts from
thunderstorms hampered suppression efforts. The fire jumped the control
line and made runs to the southwest. Current concerns are for rural homes
and powerlines.

MONTANA, Las Cruces District, BLM. Initial attack forces had the fire
stopped until dry thunderstorms moved over the area.

Western Great Basin Large Fires:

RAINBOW COMPLEX, Ely District, BLM. A Type 11 Incident Management Team
(Burdick) is assigned. The complex is comprised of the Mule (6,240 acres)
and the Boyd (3,040 acres) fires. Strong southwest winds caused both
fires to burn actively yesterday. Moderate rates of spread were observed,
with torching, crowning and spotting.

SHEEP COMPLEX, Battle Mountain District, BLM. A Type 1l Incident
Management Team was ordered, but may be cancelled. A decision will be
made on whether or not to deploy the Team this morning. Some minor runs
and flare-ups occurred, and one slopover was held with the use of
retardant. Current threats are to two major power lines, ranches, and
critical wildlife habitats.

KENNEDY COMPLEX, Winnemucca District, BLM. A Type Il Incident Management
Team (Martin) is assigned. The complex consists of two fires, each
estimated at 3,500 acres. The fires made significant runs through sage,
grass and juniper.

DESERT PEAK, Carson City District, BLM. This fire is burning in grass and
salt scrub on BIA land east of Shurz, NV. The fire is being suppressed
under a modified suppression strategy with 2 engines monitoring the fire
along with aerial reconnaissance. Some activity occurred yesterday on the
south and east flanks.

GALENA, Battle Mountain District, BLM. No new information received.
